Meanwhile, the number of 
contacts held in the Chatham- 
road quarantine centre, dropped 
by 51 to 315, 

The 61 suspected contacts were 
found harmless and discharged 
accordingly. 

Of the 53 confirmed cases, five 
have died and one was stiil on 
the danger list. 

The number of suspects under 
observation’ has been reduced 
from 12 to cight this morning, - 

While the numbers of the 
stricken seemed to have taken a 
turn for the better the number 
of people inoculated kept mount- 
Ing. 

The number of people im- 
munised ‘through inoculation at 
Government centres and by 
mobile teams in the seven day's 
drive since August 17 totalled 
1,418,770,
